Executive Director’s Report

Jack G. Lane, Executive Director

The CJEF revenues for last month were just slightly below budget projections. We are still
hopeful that the Governor’s 2019 budget which shows $837,000 being allocated to AZ POST
for basic training funding is approved by the legislature.

Attended the What You Do Matters — Lessons from the Holocaust training last week. The
governor was also in attendance at this training.

Legislative Update

Jack G. Lane, Executive Director

This is the last week for bills to be heard. SB 1498 will be heard this afternoon and this bill
changes the peer membership on the Board to two certified law enforcement officers who
have knowledge of and experience in representing peace officers in disciplinary cases. One
of the officers must have a rank of officer and the other must have a rank of deputy. One of
the officers must be from a county with a population of less than 500,000. Another bill being
heard that we are monitoring is SB 1436. This bill will allow convicted felons the right to
petition a licensing Board to receive a license without using their criminal record against
them. Exemptions for law enforcement agencies and AZ POST have been made to this bill.
This bill will also be heard this afternoon.

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G. Review, Discussion and Possible Action on a Petition of the Juvenile Indiscretion Rule from
the Tucson Police Department on behalf of Applicant Jacob Martinez

Sergeant Andreacola recused himself from this agenda item.

The Tucson Police Department petitioned the Board to determine that the drug sale by applicant
Jacob Martinez, at the age of 16, was juvenile indiscretion. Assistant Chief Kazmierczak
addressed the Board to ask that the petition be granted.

Deputy Director Silbert made a motion to grant the petition for a determination that the pre-
employment drug sale by Jacob Martinez was juvenile indiscretion. The motion was seconded
by Chief Gwaltney and passed unanimously.

e Since the last regular meeting, 66 cadets have graduated from COTA. Currently there are
four classes with 111 cadets in attendance. There are 922 vacancies statewide. Twelve cadets
have graduated through county and tribal detention IGAs; a canine academy is currently
underway.

training coordinators in attendance.

e Children’s Justice League lesson plans have been approved.

e With the graduation of ALP Class #23, 1564 students have graduated from ALP.

e The Digital Media Unit has been working on the following:

e APRAIS Domestic Violence Training under the Arizona Multi-Agency/Stakeholder
APRAIS Train-The-Trainer Conference Memorandum of Understanding is wrapping
post-production on the Digital Media Training Program “APRAIS- Arizona Intimate
Partner Risk Assessment Instrument System - Overview for Law Enforcement”. This is
the first digital media-training program primarily targeted at patrol officers. The training
will provide an overview of the APRALIS tool and the use of the tool and will be released
for distribution on March 25, 2018. Location production will continue during 2018 with
a training session scheduled in Sierra Vista for March 13 & 14 at the Sierra Vista police
Department. In addition, a series of video/graphics promotional announcements to
promote and bring awareness about the APRAIS Law Enforcement training sessions and
opportunities to Arizona law enforcement agencies statewide has been produced.

e The production of the AZCJC Arizona Youth Survey (AYS) marketing program has been
completed and is posted on the ACJC website.
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Don thanked the Board and Executive Director Lane for allowing him the opportunity to cultivate
the leadership and in-service training programs at AZ POST.
